Certificates Altered. 

In the four months before Immons 
left his position in the St. Charles of- 
fice, June 28 last, discrepancies had 
been found between the money order 
funds of the office and the certificates 
of deposit held by the office. 

To meet ordinary daily demands in 
cashing money orders, each office is 
permitted to carry a fund on hand. 
For an office of the size of the St. 
Charles office, the limit on this fund 
is $250. Sums in excess of that 
“amount, received from the sale of 
money orders, are sent to the _ St. 
louis office. Certificates of deposit 
are returned. 

Repeatedly, it is now Sharged, cer- 
tificates of deposit sent from St. Louis 
to the St. Charles office were ‘‘raised”’ 
from $50 to $i00. This enabled the 
person who “raised"’ them to + ocket 
$50 without detection. In this man- 
ner $1300 was lost before postoffice 
inspectors obtained the evidence 
which led to the arrest of young Em- 
mons, ; 

The fraud was discovered through the 
disparity. between the stubs from wh'ch 
the devnes't’ certificates were torn and 
the reports of the office to the départ- 
ment auditors.

According to Mr. Kennan, the Russian bureau- 
cracy understands a pogrom as a spontaheous ris- 
ing of patriotic and public-spirited citizens, the “best 
citizens of the community,” to deal wi'h evils which 
are not dealt with fast enough officially.

‘he “pogrom” are such massacres as those of Kish- 
ineff, Tomsk. Murom and Penza. Those who escape
